Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1937,  and  those  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Surveyor.  I am  instructed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  that  it  will  be 
sufficient  if  the  information  given  (with  the  exception  of  certain 
items)  is  limited  to  a record  of  alterations,  improvements  or 
developments  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year  ; and  that  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  repeat  matter  which  has  appeared  in  previous 
Reports,  save  where  it  is  wished  to  call  attention  to  old  defects  not 
yet  remedied.

The  birth  rate  has  fallen  from  14.86  in  1936  to  14.53  in  1937. 

The  crude  death  rate  has  fallen  from  11.81  in  1936  to  10.71  in 
1937. 

The  infant  death  rate  has  fallen  from  67.20  in  1936  to  56.11  in 
1937. 

The  number  of  live  births  has  fallen  from  328  in  1936  to  319  in 
1937. 
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The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  has  fallen  from  22  to  18  > 
of  these  the  cause  of  death  in  8 cases  was  premature  birth 
or  some  calamity  at  birth. 

The  population  is  estimated  to  have  fallen  from  22,070  to 
21,950. 

The  death  rate  of  the  population  under  70  is  6.28  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population. 

Social  Conditions  of  the  Area.

Unemployment  has,  on  the  whole,  been  less  in  the  Coal  Mining 
industry.  A considerable  part  of  the  unemployment  is  partial. 

More  advantage  is  taken  of  the  help  given  by  the  Public 
Assistance  authority  than  in  past  times. 

The  working  conditions  in  the  coal  mines  have  changed  during 
recent  years,  and  are  still  changing,  because  of  the  spread  of 
mechanisation.  It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  effect  of  these  changes  on 
the  workers,  but  there  is  a greater  stress  than  before,  as  in  most 
callings,  and  this  has  its  inevitable  result  physically  and  mentally. 

There  is  a limit  to  the  strain  that  can  be  endured  without  a 
deterioration  of  health,  and  for  the  sake  of  national  health  and 
efficiency,  this  limit  should  be  found,  and  suitable  means  taken  to 
ensure  that  it  is  not  passed. 


SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

(a)  Laboratory  facilities.  These  are  supplied  by  the  County  Council. 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities.  As  in  1936,  viz.  : An  ambulance  is 
maintained  by  the  Urban  District  Council.  Its  use  is  free  to  all 
residents  in  the  District.  There  are  ambulances  at  the 
collieries  and  ironworks  in  the  District  which  are  available  for 
members  of  workmens’  families  as  well  as  the  conveyance  of 
injured  workmen  to  their  homes  and  to  hospital.  There  is  also 
an  ambulance  for  infectious  cases,  shared  by  the  other  Districts 
which  use  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Treatment  at  the  Hospitals, 
such  as  after-care  of  fractures,  Heat  and  electric  therapy, 
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remedial  exercises  and  the  like,  is  increasing,  and  is  sure  to 
continue  to  increase.  It  will  soon  be  impossible,  I believe,  for 
our  present  ambulance  service  to  cope  with  the  work,  and  further 
- arrangements  will  have  to  be  made.  At  present,  the  organ- 
isation has  dealt  satisfactorily  with  urgent  cases. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  home  is  provided 

(1)  by  nurses  maintained  by  a Colliery  Company  ; 

(2)  by  Nursing  Associations  in  four  Wards. 

(d)  The  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  These,  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic,  Child  Welfare,  etc.,  are  in  charge  of  the  County  Council 
staff. 

(i e ) Hospitals.  Those  used  by  the  population  of  this  District  are  at 
Derby,  Nottingham  and  Chesterfield.  There  are  available  three 
General  and  also  special  Hospitals  for  workmen,  children  and 
eye  cases.  These  hospitals  are  distant  14,  16  and  10  miles  from 
Alfreton.

SECTION  F. 

Prevelance  of,  and  control  over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

245  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  1937. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 148  cases.  This  number  is  of  the  normal  order, 
and  the  type  was  mild.  It  does  not  appear  that  neglect  of  pre- 
cautions at  School,  Home  or  Hospital  had  any  appreciable  influence 
on  the  spread  of  the  disease.  It  is  probable  that  mild  unrecognised 
cases  are  chiefly  responsible. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — 1 and  3 cases.  So 
small  a total  shows  that  in  the  conduct  of  maternity  cases  in  the 
area,  sepsis  is  very  successfully  avoided. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. — No  cases. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — One  case.  No  consequent  eye 
trouble  followed. 

Diphtheria. — 12  cases,  all  removed  to  hospital.  This  is  a small 
total,  and  no  case  was  fatal. 

Pneumonia. — 39  cases,  14  deaths.  Death  rate  per  1,000 
cases,  359.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  is  second  on  the 
list  of  causes,  though  the  age  incidence  was  largely  in  the  old  and 
very  young. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1925,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness,  or  for  the  treatment  of 
persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes.

SURVEYOR’S  REPORT.

The  daily  average  was  585,725,  or  65,344  more  than  the  average 
of  the  year  before. 

The  following  figures  relate  to  the  year  ended  30th  September, 
1937,  and  are  based  upon  the  assumption  that  the  population 
supplied  by  the  Council  is  19,466.

As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  an  increase  of 
1.77  gallons  under  the  domestic  heading,  and  of  1.523  gallons  under 
the  trade  heading.  There  were  278  metered  supplies  on  30th 
September. 

Rainfall  registered  at  Lindway  (595  feet  above  sea  level).

Measurable  rain  was  recorded  on  165  days.  The  wettest  month 
was  January  with  5.38  inches,  and  the  driest,  August,  with  .70  of 
an  inch.  Over  two  inches  of  rain  fell  in  one  day,  and  over  one  inch 
on  three  other  days.  The  total  rainfall  was  34.04  inches.  The  average 
rainfall  of  the  previous  15  years  was  34.96  inches. 

The  total  expenditure,  debited  to  water  works,  in  the  year 
ended  31st  March  last,  including  repayment  of  loans,  was  £10,577. 
The  cost  per  1,000  gallons  was  13.18  pence.  The  amount  received 
from  trade  supplies  was  £4,146,  and  from  domestic  supplies  £5,223 
Total  £9,369. 

The  total  income  divided  by  the  quantity  supplied  gives  an 
average  selling  price  of  11.67  per  1,000  gallons.  The  income  from 
domestic  supplies  was  9.25  per  1,000  gallons  and  from  trade  supplies 
17.43  per  1,000  gallons. 

Housing. 

The  number  of  new  houses  provided  was  91,  of  which  2 were 
built  by  the  Council,  without  subsidy,  and  89  by  private  enterprise. 
This  number  is  9 less  than  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years. 
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Advances  under  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Acts,  1899- 
1923  were  made  to  26  persons  to  enable  them  to  become  owners  of 
a dwelling  house. 

Plans  were  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
the  erection  of  44  houses  for  the  relief  of  Overcrowding,  to  be  built 
on  land  at  Birchwood  Lane,  Somercotes,  already  in  the  possession 
of  the  Council.  Negotiations  were  opened  for  the  purchase  of  sites 
in  Alfreton,  Swanwick  and  Pye-Bridge. 

Ambulance. 

A free  motor  ambulance  service  is  maintained  by  the  Council 
for  accident  and  medical  cases  arising  in  the  Urban  District.  The 
ambulance  is  available  for  road  accident  cases  which  happen  outside 
the  District,  by  arrangement  with  the  Derbyshire  County  Council. 
The  charge  for  this  service  is  Is.  Od.  a mile  with  a minimum  of 
3s.  6d. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

The  construction  of  a perculating  filter  for  sewage  from 
Fletcher’s  Row  was  begun  at  the  outfall  at  Pye-Bridge  Sewage 
Works. 


Highways. 

The  new  Canal  bridges  at  Pye-Bridge  and  Ironville  were 
completed. 

The  improvement  of  Swanwick  Hill  on  Trunk  Road  A. 61  was 
completed,  at  a cost  of  £11,560.  The  work  included  widening  to 
60  feet,  cutting  and  filling  to  reduce  the  gradient,  and  dual 
carriageways. 

Pedestrian  crossing  places  were  made  across  Nottingham  Road 
at  the  junction  of  Alma  Street  and  at  Victoria  Street,  Somercotes ; 
across  High  Street,  Alfreton,  at  the  Post  Office  corner  ; across  High 
Street,  Somercotes,  at  the  junction  of  Sleetmoor  Lane  ; across  the 
end  of  West  Street,  Riddings,  and  across  Victoria  Street,  Ironville, 
at  the  end  of  King  William  Street.

Place. 
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Street  Scavenging. 

The  system  of  street  scavenging  was  reorganised  and  the  use 
of  horse-drawn  vehicles  abandoned.  Street  scavenging  is  now  done 
with  street  orderly  hand-carts  with  pneumatic  tyres  and  ball 
bearings,  carrying  loose  bins.  The  bins  are  emptied  by  the  motor 
lorries  used  primarily  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse.

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In  connection  with  the  above  complaints,  a remarkable 
feature  is  the  number  of  houses  without  sinks,  and  houses  which  have 
the  water  tap  fixed  near  the  floor  in  the  pantry.  The  same  occur- 
rences have  been  noticed  in  great  numbers  of  houses  dealt  with 
under  Housing.  Also,  a great  many  houses  have  the  washing 
coppers  fixed  in  the  back  yards,  much  to  the  discomfort  of  the 
housewife.  In  regard  to  the  latter,  it  is  the  practice  of  your  Inspectors 
to  secure  proper  washing  places,  or,  in  other  cases,  to  have  additions 
built  on  the  houses  containing  larder,  scullery,  water  closet  and 
coalplace. 

The  complaint  in  regard  to  trade  effluent  was  that  a dye-house 
effluent  was  discharged  into  the  sewer  at  a higher  temperature  than 
is  allowed  by  the  Act,  with  the  result  that  ground  surrounding  the 
sewer  was  overheated  and  affected  a certain  larder.  The  firm 
concerned  have  been  at  great  expense  and  trouble  to  abate  the 
nuisance,  and  the  works  required  will  shortly  be  put  into  operation.

Legal  Proceedings. 

In  the  case  of  the  meat  which  was  seized  from  the  stall,  the 
principal  was  fined  £5  and  £2  6s.  Od.  costs,  and  the  stall-man 
£l  4s.  Od.  inclusive. 

Meat  stalls  should  have  extra  vigilence  because  they  afford 
an  outlet  for  meat  which  is  frequently  not  of  good  quality,  and  the 
place  of  slaughter  unknown,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  public  at 
large,  it  would  be  to  their  advantage  if  meat  stalls  on  markets  were 
prohibited,  unless  the  inspection  of  the  meat  was  certified  by  the 
Inspector  of  the  place  of  slaughter.  An  efficient  meat  marking 
scheme  would  be  of  great  value  in  these  cases. 

As  in  previous  years,  it  was  not  possible  to  inspect  all  animals 
killed,  owing  to  the  many  calls  upon  the  time  of  your  Inspectors, 
but  very  few  carcases  escaped  inspection.  It  is  pleasing  to  report 
that,  generally  speaking,  the  meat  killed  in  the  District  is  of  a good 
quality. 

It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  12  warnings  had  to  be  issued  to  the 
trade  this  year.  Of  these,  six  were  for  technical  offences  and  six 
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for  more  serious  ones.  Seine  were  reported  to  the  Council  but 
action,  beyond  a final  warning,  was  not  taken.  It  is  quite  easy  to 
notify  in  cases  of  disease  and  slaughter,  especially  when  a telephone 
is  on  the  premises. 

Action  is  not  taken  for  meat  marking. 

Foods  and  Drugs  Adulteration  Act,  1928. 

The  following  information  is  obtained  by  courtesy  of  the  County 
Analyst  : — 

117  samples,  including  51  samples  of  milk,  were  purchased 
within  your  area  under  the  above  Act  during  the  year  1937.  Of 
these,  5 samples  were  classed  as  unsatisfactory. 

Two  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  contain  small  amounts  of 
extraneous  water  ; one  sample  was  found  to  be  somewhat  deficient 
in  fat,  and  these  vendors  were  cautioned.  One  sample  of  milk  was 
found  to  contain  about  11  per  cent  of  extraneous  water,  and 
proceedings  were  instituted.  The  defedent  was  fined  £5  together 
with  £\  5s.  Od.  costs.

For  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  when 'we  had  nine  horses 
at  the  stables,  the  upkeep  of  a horse,  cart  and  harness  per  week  was 
approximately  19s.  5d.  During  the  remaining  nine  months  the  cost 
was  £\  Is.  4|d. 

The  stables  at  Somercotes  Market  were  given  up  and  a cowshed 
at  Cinder  Road  Farm  was  converted  into  a stable  for  the  remaining 
four  horses.  The  power  chopping  machine  was  not  disposed  of  and 
was  not  needed.  A hand  chopper  was  bought  which  serves  us  very 
well,  and  saves  the  expense  of  carting  hay  to  other  premises  to  be 
chopped.
